. judges in this city and the court house, 
where the meetings take place is filled 
to overflowing with men who are either 
Interested in Iho controversy or who 
have taken sides. 


There are various reasons set forth 


tor the' deadlock, but it is difficult to 
obtain any exact statements. It Js un- 
derstood, however,

the trouble 


dates back to 1908,'when Earl S.. Kins- 
ley of this city was elected representa- 
tive to the legislature and fathered a 
bill affecting liquor dealers throughout 
the state, and which John M. Dusan 
ana Attorney T. W. Maloney of this 
city opposed strenuously. 


Mr. Kinsley now is fighting, 1t Is said, 
against the issuance of a license to Mr, 
Dugah this spring, and the judges have 
lined up, with Redfleld favoring Kins- 
ley and Plumley standing with the Du- 
gan interests. '.Mr. Kinsley 
has not 


hesitated to declare that he is opposed 
to the license commissioners 
favored 


by Mr. Plumley, and within a few days 
he has stated that his faction never 
would'give up the fight unless success- 
ful in getting its candidates appoint- 
ed.

settle- 


ment was affected satisfactory to both 
parties and which is to be perfected at 
4 o'clock this afternoon. 


The case was a most unusual one 


and was of particular interest, to mill 
bosses. Inventors and 
discoverers In 


that the question was raised as to tho 
right of the employer to the product 
o£ the brain of its employes 
or 
the 


product of his technical knowledge. 
Mill men find labor men alike 
were 


deeply Interested in the outcome of the 
matter and many 
believed that

case would eventually find its way to 
the supreme court. Hence the general 
surprise 
when 
announcement was

to make restitution on the pay 
rolls,

prices there as well as in this country. Inspectors who have gone through 
the five cold storage plants of Montreal report a vast quantity of beef, fish, 
poultry, mutton, eggs nnd ot.her supplies held there to await the highest 
market. 
The mode of'operation is to go through the country in summer 


when prices are low and buy up largo quantities of the chief staples to be 
stored away until the following winter or perhaps later when high prices 
can be commanded. This is one of the ways by which the price of'com- 
modities is kept continually high. What the cold storage plants are doing 
in Montreal is being done here under various guises to nid the trusts.
